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Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment received on August 20 th 2004 has been fully considered 
and entered, but the arguments are not deemed to be persuasive. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1-4, and 8-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Jung (US Patent no. 6412952) for the same reasons as previously set forth in the last 
office action mailed on May 19 th 2004, paper no. 5. 
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Regarding claims 1-4, and 8-13, the applicant argues that in the analysis on Jung, there 
is no disclosure, teaching or suggestion of a mechanical coupling means for coupling 
the first and the second springs together. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Jung 
discloses not only the bracket 12 but also describes the combination of the springs 
along with the bracket in col. 2, lines 40-58. It should be noted that the examiner refers 
to the applicant's drawings in order to apply the prior art cited. A close look at the 
applicant's drawings will show more similarities between Jung and the applicant's 
drawings than there are differences. In fact, one skilled in the art would see no 
difference between the prior art and some of the claimed limitations. Any deviation 
would be considered as a design choice. It should be noted that while the examiner 
pointed only to Jung's spring 12, the entire disclosure of Jung is considered relevant to 
the claimed limitations since a detailed reading will show the similarities. Further, the 
examiner would urge the applicant to show the difference between both, the drawings of 
the prior art and the drawings of the application. 

In addition, as previously indicated, Jung provides analogous securing means 
comprising of screws and bolts with retaining nut, resilient spacers, and resilient seal 
between the CRT and the coupler as disclosed in col. 2, lines 27-67. Further, providing 
tension bracket to be either symmetrical or not symmetrical is considered inherent in 
Jung as disclosed in col. 3, lines 12-65. 
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Claims 5-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
